Interview: RUPERTO pour on 4 


55 years old; 2 
years in San Joa- 
quin County. 


Last week I was in skid row looking for a job when this contractor from the 
Salinas Valley offered me a job thinning beets at 85 cdénts an hour and $2.25 room 
and board. Since there is no work here in Stockton, and I was broke, I went with 
the rest of the crew. He took a truckload to a camp -= "Rancho Rincon" -= is the 
name of the campe I stayed 5 days only because I was broke. 


Food was lousy; we had to be in line to get in the mess hall. There was a 
pot of coffe on the table (if you want to call it coffee); by the time the last 
one got in, there would be no coffee leff. Meals consisted of EXMEX tortillas 
four or five days old, water and peppers a boiled egg. Then work like a common 
slave. 


Quarters are very unsanitary but we have to take it. Why? Because we are 
broke == we have to live. 


Why doesn't the government employ more inspectors, to check the food and 
dwellings on the farms; check the way we are treated on the jobe
